LONDON, August 17.—A Reuter despatch from Brussels says: 
“The seat of government has been moved to Antwerp. Measures have 
been taken for the defence of Brussels because of the approach of 
German cavalry.” 

A Havas despatch from Brussels says: ‘‘It is expected that the 
legations will follow the govenment to Antwerp, but the French 
minister will remain here, sending the counsellor to Antwerp to keep 
in touch with the Belgian government. ; 

“The Soir says that according to news which arrived Monday 
afternoon, which is confirmed by the war office, the Belgian infantry 
in conjunction with the French cavalry have brilliantly repulsed a 
German attaék,” The loeation of the engagement is not mentioned. 

LONDON, August 18—4:20 a.m.—A despatch to the Central 
News from Brussels says that a daring newspaper man has returned 
tc that city after a trip along the frontier between the armies, during 
which he actually spent several days within the German lines. He says: 

“Phe Germans are bringing up almost unbelievable numbers of 
wen and quantities of artillery, horses and supplies along the entire 
line from Luxemburg to the northern limits of Belgian territory. 

“T don’t believe the publishéd stories of atrocities by Germans, 
as all the Germans whom I met seemed not to be the sort of men likely 
to be gulity of such deeds, although I did not see them under the 
neryous tension of actual fighting. 

“Most of the German officers are well satisfied with the progress 
of the fighting thus far, One officer said: ; 

“We took Liege in a week when we thought that it would take 
three months. We are now in the heart of Belgium, within a few 
thousand yards of its capital. We will take to Strassburg many guns 
captured ‘at the greatest ease from the vaunted artillery of France. 
We can afford to lose a million men as the price of victory, but the 
allies cannot afford to lose thousands. The perfectly welded mass of 
the people of the German empire is bound to overcome the badly

GERMANS TELL OF SUCCESS 
In BATTLE OF LAGARDE 


BERLIN, Aug. 18. (Via Copenhagen and London, 2:15 am.) German 
wounded who have arrived here tell of the battle of Lagarde. The fighting 
lasted seven hours under a burning sun. The Germans were ppposed by far 
superior forees, strongly entrenched. The German artillery fire was brilliant, 
two specially dangerous Freneh batteries being quickly taken.

That the Germans are forcing their way through Belgium is indicated 
by the Brusselk report that German cavalry is approaching the Belgian 
cupital; that measures for the defence of Brussels are being hastened, and 
that the seat of government has been removed to Antwerp, 

The British war press bureau announces that any action which Japan 
may take against Germany will not extend beyond the China seas, except 
for the protection of Japanese shipping. 

The German emperor, the crown prince and two other imperial princes, 
are now at the great fortress of Mainz. The emperor's departure from Beriin 
for the front has evoked enthusiasm in the German capital, 

The Brazilian government has instructed its minister at Berlin to ask 
for explanations and the punishment of those ruilty of the alleged attack by 
dic n soldiers on Bernardino Campos, cx-presiden tof the State of Sao 
Paulo, and his wife, who are reported to have been beaten and forced across 
the Swiss frontier. 

Several Austrian army corps, according to advices from Vienna, have 
invaded Russia, and the Russian advance in Galicia has been checked. 

Brussels admits that the Fre casualties in the fighting between Namur 
and Dinant were heavy, as the Germans were strongly entrenched and their 
artillery played great havoc, 

The British news bureau says that the French fleet in the Mediterranean 
has made a sweep up as Adriatic as far as Cattaro. Four Austrian warships 
are reported to have been sunk. 

Montenegrin troops have crossed the Bosnian frontier and occupied the 
town of Tchainitza after a fierce battle, They are also credited with cap- 
turing eight Austrian block houses and several villages,

ain’s Allies In so far as the 
Japanese course is dietated — by 
consideration for the ally who 
stood by her in the late war, it is 
entirely ereditable to the fidelity 
of the Tokio government, and as- 
sistunee from that or any other 
juarter is welcome as likely to 
hasten the break-up of the world 
evisis in financial and commercial 
affairs, But the wording of the 
ultimatum indicates plainly 
enough that Japan is in the war 
not merely for the sake of helping 
Britain but for the sake of extend 
ing and solidifying her own post 
jion as a Power in the Pacifie. 
The acquirement of Kiao Chow 
would give her a new and strat 
egically important naval base on 


the Chinese eoast, while in the 
event of war her waged Shaped 
navy would doubtless raid the

anese, However weleome Japan's 
aid may be at the present june- 
ture, this longer view of the Pa- 
cifie situation is one which cannot 
be ignored by any nation having 
a coast-line on that ocean—and 
tainly not by Canada, which is 
more aceessible from that ocean 
than any other large and equally 
favored and sparsely settled coun- 
try. Though her allianee with 
Britain is made the ground for 
her present course, there is noth-

GAME LICENSES 


Trades and Labor abor Oouncil Are I 
Petition the Provincial 


Government 
That all fees for licenses for the 
shooting of ducks, prairie chickens 


or any kind of game that can be used 
for food should be removed by the 
provincial government, was the opin- 
ion expressed by the Trades and Labor 
Couneil at its regular meeting last 
night. The executive of the council 
was instructed to take up the question 
with the provincial autnoriues to se- 
cure its accomplishment. 

The action was taken with a view to 
relieving conditions which it seems 
probable will exist this Winter as the 
result of the war. It is possible that 
ifa man is able to go into the country 
and shoot a number of ducks it 
would materially help him in his food 
supply for the winter. If he has to 
pay a heavy license fee it would, under 
the circumstances, be difficult for him 
to shoot. The only restriction which 
the council would impose would be 
that prohibiting the sale of game 

The repon of the secretary of the 
council in regard to the formation of 
the Rowan Defence league was ac- 
cepted. It was that the league which 
has for its purpose the raising of 
funds for the defence of the LWW. 
leader charged with murder, wis 
formed last week, and heid a meeting 


last Sunday on College avenue at 
which $30 was raised.
